Ornamental  and  Shade 
Trees 


WHILE  a very  wide  variety  of  trees  is  available  at  our 
nursery,  we  grow  only  those  which  are  suited  to  the 
climate  of  the  Central  West.  Every  tree  that  we  furnish 
for  lawn  or  street  planting  is  one  that  has  been  found,  through 
our  thirty  years  of  planting  experience,  to  thrive  in  this  section. 

Deciduous  trees  may  be  planted  in  the  autumn  after  the  new 
wood  has  matured  and  ripened;  this  will  insure  the  very  earliest 
possible  growth  the  following  spring.  They  may  also  be  planted 
in  the  spring,  of  course,  after  the  frost  has  left  the  ground. 

To  insure  successful  results,  the  soil  should  be  prepared  before 
planting,  adding  well  rotted  manure,  if  available.  Dig  the  hole 
at  least  two  feet  wider  than  the  root  spread,  and  plant  the  tree 
2 inches  deeper  than  it  stood  in  the  nursery.  Spread  out  the  roots, 
gently  pack  the  fine  soil  around  all  small  roots,  leaving  no  air  holes. 
Add  water  continually  as  the  soil  is  packed  in. 

If  you  are  not  quite  ready  to  plant  the  trees  when  they  arrive, 
unpack  them  and  place  damp  soil  around  all  roots  to  keep  them 
from  drying  out.

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Directions  for  Planting 

Healthy  growth  of  any  transplanted  tree  or  plant  is  absolutely  dependent 
upon  proper  planting  and  care  given  afterward.  Give  your  stock  a 

proper  start  and  it  will  have  a far  better  chance  of  developing  into  a 

perfect  specimen  of  which  you  may  be  proud. 

Deciduous  Trees  should  be  planted  in  a hole  at  least  two  feet  wider  than 
the  root  spread,  and  two  inches  deeper  than  the  tree  stood  in  the  nursery 
The  soil  should  be  pulverized.  Spread  out  the  roots,  gently  pack  the 
fine  soil  around  all  small  roots,  leaving  no  air  holes.  Add  water  con- 
tinually as  the  soil  is  packed  in.  Stamp  down  firmly. 

Deciduous  Shrubs,  which  have  spreading  roots,  should  be  planted  in  a 
hole  somewhat  deeper  and  wider  than  the  utmost  spread  of  the  roots. 
Shake  out  the  roots  and  spread  them  out  well.  Pack  in  the  soil  a 
shovelful  at  a time,  covering  up  to  a point  a few  inches  higher  than 
the  previous  surface  mark  on  the  shrub.  Add  water  as  you  plant. 

Trample  the  soil  tightly  about  the  roots,  and  finally  stamp  it  down. 

Well-rotted  manure  scattered  around  the  surface  after  planting  will 
benefit  your  shrubs. 

Evergreens  should  be  planted  in  a hole  somewhat  larger  and  deeper 
than  the  utmost  spread  of  the  roots,  preferably  filling  in  with  loam. 
The  loam  should  be  packed  in  firmly  and  trampled  down.  Plant  to  the 
same  depth  as  the  tree  previously  stood  in  the  nursery. 

Vines  and  Perennials  should  be  planted  in  fairly  deep  holes  or  beds 
of  carefully  pulverized  loam,  mixed  with  a moderate  quantity  of  well- 
rotted  manure  or  commercial  fertilizer.  Pack  in  the  dirt  carefully  and 
firmly,  by  hand.  Water  should  be  added  during  the  planting  process  so 
that,  when  finished,  the  entire  bed  is  thoroughly  saturated.  Be  sure  the 
ground  is  packed  down  very  firmly  around  the  plant,  which  should  be 
buried  a trifle  deeper  than  it  previously  stood  in  the  nursery. 

Care  after  Planting.  After  the  tree  or  plant  has  been  set  in  the  ground, 
it  should  be  watered  with  sufficient  frequency  to  keep  the  ground  always 
moist.  Be  careful,  however,  to  soak  it  freely  for  the  first  few  days;  after 
that,  water  regularly.  Mulching,  with  leaves,  lawn  clippings  or  manure, 
will  help  to  retain  the  moisture,  and  will  furnish  food  to  the  plant.  Bear 
in  mind  that  trees,  plants  and  shrubs  occasionally  require  support  for  a 
time  after  transplanting;  especially  where  they  are  exposed  to  severe 
winds.
